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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: examiner maintains the rejection that it is obvious 
to correct the etch time as cited. Examiner acknowledges that Shekel corrects the concentration to have a constant time. When 
processing thousands of wafers per day, it may be desirable to form products at a constant rate. However, varying the time as cited in 
claim 1 1 is also obvious. Examiner acknowledges that this is different from Shekel, but there are also fundamental similarities. Both 
Shekel and the instant invention determine a current treating rate using relationships between use histories. Both are directed to 
overcoming the effects of aging etch baths. If one determines that the etch bath is etching at half the rate of that of the fresh etchant, it is 
obvious to double the etch time to get the desired etch depth. Examiner also notes the claims do not cite if the process control is in-situ 
while etching a single wafer/batch, or from lot-to-lot. Yasuda US 2002/0055802 A1 also teaches that with aged etchants, it is useful to 
automatically correct the etch time [01 11]. 
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
